Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Laml Revenues, eras the said Com- 
mis’sioners shall by any onler in writhi" from time to time require, and 
do and shall ])ass a\id verify every such account in the manner 
required by the said Commissioners ; and if he the said A. B. 
do^and shall well and truly answer and pay alt such balances as shall 
be or become due to His Majesty, upon the periodirally making up of 
every such account as aforesaid; and all such sum or sums of money 
as shall be from time to time required to he paid on account tluM'eof, 
prior to the ascertaining such balances, by any order in writing from 
the Commissioners for the time being of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, 
and Land Revenues, or any two of th mu, to such por^pon or persons, at 
such time or times, and oifice or place, ami in such manner as he the 
said A. B. shall be directed or required by any 

such order to pay the same, and in default of such direction or requisition 
to such persons, and in such manner, and at such time or times as the 
said Commissioners shall from time to time require; and also if the 
said A. B. shall and do during so long a time as he shall continue in the 
said oHicc, well and truly execute all such duties, and observe, obey, 
perform and execute all sucli orders rules ami instructions as be hath 
received, or shall from time to time receive from the Commissioners for 
the time being of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and T^nd Revenues, or 
any two of them, touching or conc(>rning the premises, or the execution 
of the oflice or employment aforesaid ; and if ho the said A. B. shall and 
do in all other respects faithfully and truly execute and perform the 
duties of the said oflice, and all the trusts which shall be imposed in 
him as such ofliccr as aforesaid, then the above-written obligation shall 
be void, otherwise the same shall be and remain in full force and 
entire.
